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PLAIN ENGLISH AND PIGEON ENGLISH. * 

Our readers are familiar with the nonsensical medley com- 
monly used by foreigners to envelope rather than ex 
the simplest ideas in conversation with the Chinese. They 
may, however, be surprised to find something very similar 
talked in Parliament, and by Her Maszsty’s Ministers when 
speaking on affairs in China. Such, however, is the case, and, 
if it could be taken as an indication that the Government 
had so far changed their policy as to show half as much sym- 
pathy for our countrymen as they have shown for the Chi- 
nese we might not find much to cavil at in the new sys- 
tem. The fact is, however, that the present Minis- 
terial jargon is as Chinese in sentiment as it is un-English 
in want of candour. Let our readers judge for themselves 
from the report of what Lord Enrie~p humorously calls his 
“answer” to Mr. Macriz's inquiry concerning the treatment 
of aliens in China. We give the report of the Parliamentary 
proceedings in another column, but the Under-Secretary’s 
“explanation ” is so short that we may be pardoned for re- 
producing it in this place also. 

The facts are these. Mr. Macris, the Liberal member for 
Leith, a thoroughly earnest man, and a close thinker, whose 
most heartfelt wish it is to cement the connection between 
the mother conntry and her colonies and dependencies, asked 
avery plain and simple question about China in his place 
in Parliament—the only place, be it remarked, in which 
our slippery Government can be brought to book on any 
question, Mr. Macris asked a question about China (which 
we are the more indebted to him for putting since we be- 
lieve he has no personal interests in that country)—a ques- 
tion which we have asked twice a week for the last month, 
and one which, if we are not very much mistaken, Lord 
GRANVILLE must have asked himself more frequently still. 
Mr. Macriz asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether the British Government had yet received information 
concerning the Circular letter which the Chinese Government 
had addressed to the Foreign Ministers at Peking—a circular 
that expressed the deliberate intention of the Chinese Go- 
vernment to abrogate and ignore all the privileges of foreign- 
ers in China, which were obtained at so much cost by Por- 
TINGER and Erain—a circular, tbe contents of which have long 
been perfectly well known to all the world except those who 
have charge of our interests in China—a circular which, as we 
also showed, had filled Caune How with apprehension that 
it would strike at the very root and purpose of his mission 
to the French—a circular which, manifestly copied from 
Prince GortoHakorF?'s recent note concerning the Black Sea, 
could only be considered as the Chinese ultimatum, and, 
unless promptly counteracted, the signal for another “ little 
war ”"—a circular which, though the British Government are 
still “entirely ignorant” of it, has already borne significant 
fruit by tempting the King of Burmah to notify his inten- 
tion to abrogate his treaties too—a circular, in a word, which 
all the world, except the Power most interested, are watching 
the effect of with various feelings, pro and con, but all with 
anxiety, and some with alarm. 

Now mark the answer! In reply to Mr. Maoris, the Un-

* Weare quite aware that the regulation epetiing of the word is 
pidgin, but, fur the nonce, we must spell it here in English fashion, as 
conveying a meaning more applicable to present circumstances. 
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DER-SECRETARY rose, and stated that “no despatch or farther 
“information had been received by the Government, and 
“ they had therefore abstained from seuding out any further 
“inetructions to their diplomatic representatives in China.” 

Now, we humbly submit that this answer is no answer at 
all. We have no sort of wish to impugn the veracity of the 
noble lord when he assures us that he has no information on 
a subject which he ought to be the first man in England to 
snow all about. On the contrary, we believe him severely. 
True, rumour says that Mr, Wane sent the circular to London 
by the mail which arrived here two days before Mr. Macrie 
put his question, and Lord Enrrexp does not hint the slight- 
est reproach to Mr. Wave for not informing his chiefs of a 
crisis which he could not but consider most momentous. This 
complacent “ Peer by courtesy” glibly assured the House that 
he “had no doubt that the Government’s diplomatic represen-

not to state what that duty was. The forms of the House 
prevented Mr. Macrig from pressing his inquiry, and he was

(SECOND NOTICE.) 

Having “broken ground” with Mr. Cooper’s very interesting 
and suggestive account of his late mission in a recent number, we 
‘now proceed to sum up, somewhat morc exactly than we were 
able to do at the first opening of his volume, the course and result 
of his expedition. 

A passage in both of the two lines of steamships plying between 

Shanghai and Hankow—of which Messrs. Russell and Co., and 
Messrs. Glover and Co. are the agents—having been placed at his 
disposal, Mr. Cooper preferred the offer of the latter firm, one of 
whose steamers happened to start at the time most convenient to 
him. Arrived at Hankow, Mr. Cooper found that the small 
gunboat lying off the British settlement, was, like many 
other important things under the present Ministry, “out of 
repair ;’ and the French Consul, M. Daboy, whose name should 
not be forgotten, having refused Mr. Cooper's request for the loan 
of the French gunboat, which had just arrived at Hankow, and 
therefore had not had time to be neglected as ours had been, our 
explorer would have had very little chance of pursuing his ex- 
plorations further if it had not been for the prompt kindness of 
Mr. Gower, the local representative of the firm of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co., who at once placed his fast-sailing yacht at 
Mr. Cooper’s disposal. This vessel, however, failed to overtake 
Mr. Cooper’s friends, and he was compelled to return to Hankow at 
considerable expense. Here, however, he found that the un- 
generous conduct of M. Daboy had enlisted the sympathy of the 
English merchants of Shanghai on his behalf, and a subscription 
was raised, under the leadership of Messrs. Winchester and Hogg, 
to defray the expenses he had been put to. M. Daboy on this 
bac to the advice of Viscount Brenicr, his superior, and gave 
_Mr. Cooper Jetters of introduction to various French missions. 
This “ very number one Chinaman,” as the natives called Mr. 
“Cooper when fairly indued with the pigtail and petticoats, finally 
‘Jefe Hankew on the 4th January, 1868. His first course was 
across the plains of Hoopeh. At Chee-sien-sen he was warmly 
received, and he thus records his reflections on leaving :— 

T could not help contrasting the reception my dost had given me, a 
total stranger, and a foreigner, with that which he would. probably have 
received at my hands, had he visited me in Shanghai, when, as is usual 
with us Englishmen. he would very likely have had to come into my 
officer without the least polite encourazement from me, and have trans- 
acted his business standing, after which I should probably have dismissed 
hjm with a gesture of imputience. Itseemsa great pity that we English- 
mien, being such a great commercial people, do not associate ourselves 
more with the people amongst whom we trade. In China we would do 

‘wisely to remember the old adage which tells us to “ do in Rome as the 
Homans do,” and to meet the Chinese more on a footing of equality. 

From J-chang Mr. Cooper went to Chung-ching, finding several 

Chinese Christians at Chung, one of the prettiest towns on the 
Yang-tsze, who received him kindly. At Sz-chuan he attended a 
theatrical performance, and for the first timo saw females on the 
‘stae in China. Ifere he stayed at a hotel, which must have been 
rather a comical place, if we may judge from the following jac- 
count of the manner jn which the landlord treated some of his 
customers :— 

About e’ght o’c'ock the couk, or min-of-all-work of the hotel, 
jumped on a table in the hal}, an made an oration to the coolies :— 








any of you wish to take a hot bath, speak ; if any of you want tea, speak 
now, for in balf-an-hour the fires will be out, and you will not be able 
to get anything.” 

The following is an interesting sketch of missionary progress :— 

The Sz-chuan misston ean boast of one martyr bishop, Monseigneur 
Duafresse, whose successful labours as Vicar Apostulie were closed in 1814 
by his decapitation in Chera-tu ; while ten of the native priests perished 
under the hands cither of the torturer or executioner during the four 
following years. 

A more peaceful period commenced in 1822, and in the year 1839 the 
Christians in Sz-chuan were computed at 52,000, under the charge of 
two bishops, nine French and thirty native priests. Huc states that at 
the time of his visit this province counted nearly ‘ 100,000 Christians, 
whose numbers were obviously on the increase from year to year.” I 
do not, however, think that at present the number amounts to 100,000 ; 
as to the annual increase, I am not able to give any precise statement. 

They are recruited principally from the well-to-do middle class, 
although in the villages there are many little Christian communities 
whose members belong to the industrious peasant clase. They at present 
enjoy complete toleration,'and, indeed, command respect, while in 
Chung Ching the numbers and weulth of the converts give them, asa 
society, considerable weight. 

At Kienchow, a fine walledcity on the Lin Kiang, our traveller 
met with a disagreeable adventure. A military mandarin of high 
rank was coming the contrary way, in full procession, with a nu- 
merous retinue, and, though there was plenty of room for him to 
pass, ordered Mr. Cooper's bearers to leave the road, and go into 
a newly ploughed paddy field, and on mecting with a refusal, 
overturned the pioneer of commerce and his chair into the mire. 
Soon afterwards he met with a bridal procession, which gives oc- 
casion for the following explanation of a subject not generally 
known :— 

To understand the equivoque of the go-between, it must be explained 
that Chinese women aro very expert with the mucedle; and those who 
are rich enough generally possess a needle stone, a little article some- 
what like a razor-strop. On one side they sharpen their needle, and on 
the other there is a pieco of oiled cloth, on which they grease their 
necdle, to keep it from rusting, aud make it work smoothly. This little 
article is considered a@ necessary possession by all ladies. The poor 
women, however, who do not possess them, rab their needles on thetr 
noses, instead of the strop; hence the teri ‘‘ neodle-stone,” as applied 
to a woman’s nose. 

On the way from Chen-tu to Hi yanky our traveller passed 
thruugh Satzow, a place extremely rich in minerals, coal, iron, 
lead, and copper, especially. The greatest source of wealth to the 
city and surrounding districts is, however, the brick tea, which 
gives employment to thousands of persons. 

I never had the opportunity of witnessing the process by which the 
tea is made into the excecdingly hard bricks which find their way to 
Thibet; and so grent is the jealousy with which the monopoly is guarded, 
that even bribes failed to procure permission to enter the warehouses where 
tea is packed for exportation. I ain indebted to my landlord for the follow- 
ing imporfect description. The tirst quality is gathered in June or July, 
or shortly after the commencement of the summer rains iu the end of May, 
when the leaf is about an inch long; when gathered it is spread in the sun 
till slightly withered, and then rolled with the hand until moist from the 
exudation of the sap. In this state it is rolled into balls about the size 
of a large teacup, and laid up until it ferments. It is then ready for the 
wooden brick-moulds, which are made with the ends movable, and 
fastened by pegs. The moulds, when filled, are dried over charcoal 
fires, until the tea is baked into a tough solid mass. When taken from 
the moulds the bricks are ready for delivery to the merchants. By 
them they are enveloped in peculiar yellow paper covers, bearing a Go- 
vernment stamp, and the trade mark of the exporter, and are packed 
in baskets four feet long, weighing about twenty pounds. 

These baskets sell for about fifteen taels each, or four shillings 
and eightpence a pound, in Llassa, and the countries to the west 
of it, where this kind of brick tea is principally consumed. A 
second quality fetches about one shilling and sixpence a pound; 
and a very inferior sort, made entirely of twigs stuck together 
with rice water, sells for ninepence a pound. Mr. Cooper says this 
kind is only used at Ta-tsian-loo and its immediate neighbour- 
hood ; but we think our Euglish readers will be able to recollect 
sometimes meeting with “tca” which corresponds remarkably 
with this description, and which finds ready purchasers in dis- 
tricts which certainly cannot be called the “immediate neigh- 
bourhood ” of Ta-tsian-loo. 

At this place Mr. Cooper became acquainted with the structure 
of a rewarkable instrument much used by the devout Thibetans, 
and called a prayer cylinder. These cylinders are about four feet 
high aud a foot in diameter, and are set to certain prayers by the 
Lama, who tells his beads during the performance with his dis- 
engaged hand. A highly popular prayer when Mr. Cooper was 
there was entitled “Om mani padme hum.” We have not the 
slightest notion what it means, but the last word is singularly 
felicitous. 

The people of Yunan implicitly believe that the plague of 
leprosy, to which they are very subject, visited their country 
simultaneously with the advent of foreigners. 

_ We cannot afford space to follow Mr. Cooper minutely through 
his interesting descripticn of the journey in Thibet. He went from 
Bathang to Ateuze, the place where he was married unawares, as re- 
lated in our former notice ; then to Ting-lan, where he found a fearful 
insect, called the scorpion fly, which stung the mules instead of 
their riders, thereby causing considerable inconvenience to both

venom than the immediate smart of it. 
On his way to Ya-tzow Mr. Cooper enjoyed the hospitality of a 


petty chief entitled Black Nose, whose polite offer to escort him ; 


to Talifoo he had the good sense to decline, having good reason 
to believe that the villain’s heart was of the same colour as his 
nose—a circumstance not uncommon in this country—though, 
here, the tint of both organs, when they correspond, is usually red 
instead of black. 

Ta-tsian-loo appears to have been the furthest place touched 
by Mr. Cooper previous to his return homewards. He had suc- 
ceeded in penetrating 200 miles into Thibet, and had become con- 
vinced that the nature of the country, with its terrible mountains 
and snows, would prevent any lucrative trade being carried on 
between India and China by this route, and, on the 11th of 
November, 1869, he arrived again at Hankow, having been a 
year and ten months on his travels. If he did not accomplish all 
that he proposed to himself when he set out, he has certainly 
made some valuable additions to our knowledge of the strange 
countries which he explored, and has recorded his adventures in 
very graphic and entertaining, but perfectly unassuming style ; 
gad bis present volume ought to become very popular reading. 


INDIAN VERSUS CHINESE OPIUM. 

(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 
- Srr,—On the discussion of Indian finance a short time ago, it 
was stated in the House that, consequent on an anticipated fall in 
his receipts from opium in 1870, the Chancellor of* India’s 
Exchequer had deemed it necessary to increase the income-tax. 
Now, Sir, this was a measure excecdingly obnoxious to native 
merchants and others, and, by adding to existing discontent, was 
fraught with considerable prospective danger to the Empire. 
After all, moreover, it turned out that the Chancellor’s fears in 
regard to a loss on opium revenue were groundless ; for, in- 
stead of sending less opium to China, India sent more than she 
did the year before ; and so, on the outturn, there was an increase 
instead of the reverse. 

The grounds on which Sir Richard Temple proceeded were that 
China was cultivating the poppy very extensively ; and it must fol- 
low that the product would compete injuriously wjth the Indian 
article—a position which those who have made the opium sub- 
ject a speciality at once assailed ; your present Correspondent, 
among them, then in Hong Kong, losing no time in writing to the 
Daily Press, one of the newspapers published in the colony, to the 
effect that there was hardly the shadow of a basis for such as- 
sumption by the Indian Chancellor and those who “crammed ” 
him. The result proves the sagacity of that writing. Against 
an import in 1869 of 53,330 chests paying duty to the Chinese 
Government, in 1870, according to Imperial Customs returns 
before me, there were 58,381, or an increase of say 9} per cent. ; 
and while in 1869 the quantity of native grown opium brought 
into competition with Indian was known to be 4334 piculs, in 
1870 the quantity exported’ from Hankow (the nearest consular 
port to the fields of Szechuen) was only 22 piculs, but 274 catties 
of that being abippes in the last half of the year, so leading to 
the anticipation that next year there will be no market competi- 
tion at all. 

The long and the short of the matter is, that an old opium smoker 
will no more use native opium than an English strong beer- 
drinker will go to water if he can get the malt. The north of 
China is prolific in pears, but to the English palate the fruit 
bears a strong affinity to turnip; and it is only by strongly 
qualifying the stewed thing with some acid and sugar that it is 
possible to usc China pears in puddings and pies. And just so 
of native opium ;—it can only be used when strongly qualified 
with an inspissation of the Indian import, and will not be “ piped ” 
at all if Indian, Turkey, or Persian opium can be got in any way 
and at any cost. 

Such being the actual state of the case, I do trust we shall see 
no more such freaks by Indian Chancellors of the Exchequer as 
the imposition of an increase to an obnoxious tax, because it is 
pecuniarily beneficial to a certain class of Indian speculators to 
succeed in creating an alarm; and it is also to be hoped that 
British Consuls in China will know better in future than, as 
Messrs. Medhurst and Mongan did, urge some means for lowering 
the price of the Indian drug in China in order that it may drive 
the native grown out of the market. Far better would it be 
to point out that if we abstain from sending opium to China 
the country can do without it ; and that if we can create a suffi- 
ciency of revenue by any other means, it will be far more respect- 
able and Christianlike than to do it by pandering to a people’s 
sensuality.—I am, &c., Tav.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
' (NEW YORK HERALD.) 

A good deal of light has been thrown upon the frightful massacre of 
Christians at Tientsin, China, by the copious correspondence from 
bhat part of the world published lately in the Herald. Our readers 
have been informed both of the horrible details of that barbarous deed 
and the motive and feelings that prompted it. It would be hard to 
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priests, the French Consul, Vice-Consul. three Russians, and a large 
number of native Christian converts. Nor were the outrages perpe- 
trated confined to subjects of France or Russia. The Protestant places 
of worship, and among them the American chapel, were attacked and 
more or less plundered and destroyed. It appears, too, that not only 
the mob, but the soldiers of the Governor-General’s army also were 
active in this work of spoliation. Though the outrage seemed to 
have been aimed at the French especially, it was really against all 
Christians and foreigners. When the three Russians who were killed 
begged for mercy and hoped to save themselves on the plea that they 
were not French, the reply was, “ No matter; we kill all foreigners.” 
There appears to be no doubt that the outbreak at Tien-lsin was con- 
nected with a wide-spread conspiracy throughout a portion of the 
Chinese Empire, at least, against foreigners in general. The attack 
being made first upon the French, and the native hoatility not being 
so pronounced against American, English or other foreigners, afford no 
reason to suppose that the foreigner of one nation is not as obnoxious 
to the Chinese as another. Indeed, the very cowardice and concealed 
duplicity made manifest in the outrage upon the French at a tine 
when France was in trouble and supposed to be unable to defend her 
citizens abroad show what might be expected by other nations when- 
ever the Chinese dare to show their teeth. 

We had hoped, when Mr. Burlingame came here ag Ambassador 
from China, that the Chinese were going to take a new departure in 
their intercourse and relations with foreigners, in accordance with the 
spirit and progress of the age. The appointment of an American 
citizen as the chief of the most important Embassy that ever left China 
was regarded by us as a great stride to that end, and fall of promise for 
the future. The Government, people and press of the United States © 
hailed with satisfaction that extraordinary mission, and this fact did 
much to break down objections and prejadices in Europe and to make 
the Embassy's path more easy with European governments. There 
was at first a strong feeling in some parts of Europe, and in England 
particularly, against making such treaties with China as Mr. Burlin- 
game proposed. The leading English newspapers, responding to the 
sentiments of theold British party and opium traders in China and India, 
urged that a more libcral policy to the Chinese, as inaugarated by the 
Burlingame mission, would not make the Chinese more friendly, bat 
would increase their arrogance and pretensions. This opinion was 
overruled, however, in a great measure after the American-Chinese 
treaty was made, and the Embassy arrived in Europe. The British 
Government and the other Governments of Europe followed the United 
States in the new liberal policy inaugurated. But the ink of the 
latest made treaties upon this new policy was hardly dry when the as- 
tounding information came of the Tientsin Massacre and of a probable 
extensive conepiracy in China to drive out foreigners and to deny them 
the privileges guaranteed by these treaties. Were the British right in 
their opinion of the incurable hostility and faithlessness of the Chi- 
nese? Were the American people and Mr. Burlingame wrong in their 
estimate of Chinese character and the reaults of the liberal policy es- 
tablished? The terrible event at Tientsin and the temper of the Chi- 
nese people tend to destroy the hope we had entertained. 

The chief man of China, the Regent, Prince Kung, who is uncle of 
the young Emperor, is the same ruler that sent the Burlingame Em. 
bassy abroad, and appointed Mr. Burlingame the chief Ambassador. 
This indicated that he was a liberal-minded and progressive man. 
The world believed him to be so. Mr. Burlingame and his associates 
proclaimed that everywhere. Are we to suppose, then, that Prince 
Kung has changed? It may be that he has not; that he still wishes 
to carry out treaty obligations, and to bring China into more free 
and close relations with the civilised Christian nations of the world. 
Yet how can we account for the Tientsin horror? It is known that 
at the time the Burlingame Embassy was sent abroad there was 
a strong party in China opposed to it; some of the highest mandaring 
were. This old China party were like the old Bourbons of France, 
the high Tories of England, the ultramontane Catholic hierarchy, 
and the old Panslavist Ruesian aristocracy. All these adhere to the 
past, cling to the exclusiveneas of s former age, and pertinaciously 
resist any change or innovation. It is this old China party that rose 
and plotted against foreigners and Christians and committed the hor. 
rible crime at Tien-tsin, and, it is to be feared, by the aid or cone 
nivance of some of the high officials of the land. The brutal ruffians 
asserted their expectation of aid from the army of the Governor Ge- 
neral of that part of China, and it is known the soldiers aided them 
in their work of destruction. One of the mandarins urged the rioters 
on in their horrible deeds. It is evident, therefore, that the Imperial 
Government either connived at the outrage or was powerless to 
prevent it. 

When we consider that the Chinese Government is a perfect despo- 
tism, with ite agents everywhere, and that it is kept pretty well in- 
formed of what is transpiring in the Empire, we cannot resist the im- 
pression that it knew of the gathering cloud that burst so dreadfally 
over the Christians at Tientsin. If so, a fearful responsibility reste 
upon it, and the great civilised Powers should demand fall reparation 
for those outrages, with the punishment of the really guilty parties 
and of the Chinese officials, who participated in or connived at the 
outrage. They should demand, too, ample guarantees for the fatare. 
These demands should be made, indeed, if the Government had not a 
guilty knowledge of what was going to happen, because every Govern- 
ment is held responsible for the La rt of its duty in affording 
protection to those on its soil and in fulfilling treaty obligations. It 
will not do to let a few miserable convicts or peasants be the scape- 
goats of higher criminals. Nor should the present occasion be per- 
mitted to pass without makiug a strikiog example—without teaching 
the Chinese Government and people that the great civilised nations 
of the world must be respected. The cause of France or of Russia in 
this matter is the cause of Christendom, of the civilised world, and of 
humanity. A decided and united effort should be made to make 
these semi-barbarians behave themselves, and to teach them that the 
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world moves. While the great Christian Powers have no wish to 
interfere with the autonomy of China, its religion or form of govern- 
ment, the Chinese cannot be allowed to stop the wheels of 
progress. Justice to China in all its rights, and with regard 
to its independence and internal: form of government will be ac- 
corded ; but it has entcred into the family of nations and must per- 
form its duty to the rest of the world. Treaty obligations must be en- 
forced and the interests of the progressive civilisation of the age must 
be secured. Our own Government, which was the first to inaugurate 
a Liberal policy towards China, and to show its friendship, should unite 
with the other great civilised nations in securing these objects. What- 
ever may be the troubles or faults of unhappy France, she should not 
be left to deal with the Chinese alone. England, Russia, Germany, 
Italy—all the nations of Europe—yes, even Turkey. with the United 
States, should make common cause in bringing the Chinese to a sense 
of their duty to the rest of the world, and to make them understand 
oo civilisation must advance in the land of Confucius as everywhere 
else. 





FUNERAL OF SIR JOHN HERSCHEL. 

The remains of Sir John Herschel, whose death was briefly recorded 
in our last issue, were interred in Westminster Abbey on Friday last. 
The gathering to see the last earthly honours paid to his remains was 
very large. Some time before the Abbey doors were opened a crowd 
of persons, dreased for the most part in deep black, assembled in the 
hope of getting good places. About the time that the doors were 
opened, a hearze, followed by a mourning coach. arrived at the Abbey. 
This hearse conveyed the coffin, containing the remains, from the 
Charing-cross Station, where it had arrived by train from Colling- 
wood, the residence of the decased. Half an hour before the service 
began, the places set apart for the public were nearly all appropriated. 
The space in the choir set apart for the accommodation of the 
friends, relatives, and distinguished admirers of the deceased was 
well filled. Many of the most noteworthy of living scientific 
men were assembled there. In the Sacrarium were grouped a 
body of Fellows of the Royal Society, of whom the most note- 
worthy were Professor Huxley, Dr. Gladstone, Mr. Lockyer, Pro- 
feasor Sylvester, and Dr. Carpenter. As much ont of respect for 
the memory of the deceased as in compliance with the injunction 
of the Dean of Westminster, most of the privileged spectators were in 
mourning. But the rule was not followed as strictly as might have 
been desired. A considerable proportion of ladies appeared in coloured 
dresses. Thia piece of bad taste was the topic of whispered remark, 
and was strongly condemned. In no more pointed way could disre- 
spect for the memory of the deceased, for the place and for the oc- 
casion, have been manifested. The contrast was the more striking 
between the gaudy attire of these ladies and the black silk dresses of 
the others. The black cloth hangings, around the pulpit, reading 
desk, and in other places, made the effect all the more sombre, and 
made the frequent patches of bright colour in the pews more objec- 
tionable. Punctually at the appointed hour the funeral service began. 
Entering at the west, the procession accompanying the coffin passed 
along the nave, through the choir, up to the altar rails. The coffin, 
which was of polished oak, was then placed upon the supports ap- 
pointed to receive it. Meantime the organ pealed through the build- 
ing, and the choir chanted the opening sentence of the heau- 
tifal and impressive Burial Service. The pall-bearers and those 
who formed the procession were ncarly all men of note; many 
bore names which excite respect wherever the discoveries and 
achievements of science are known and appreciated. Foremost 
among them was the Duke of Devonshire, who is not only the repre- 
sentative of a great aristocratic house, but the Chancellor ofa Univer- 
sity which has given to science and to learning many and valuable 
hostages, among whom the deceased whose obsequies were being cele- 
brated was neither the least remarkable nor the least beloved. A re- 
presentative of France followed. This was the Duke de Broglie, 
who has more than an official claim to be present wherever ho- 
mage is being rendered to any who have distinguished them- 
selves by their learning and their industry. Other names, which 
have but to be mentioned to be treated with adequate respect, may 
be added to the list; such as those of General Sabine, Professor 
Airy, Sir Charles Lyell, Sir Henry Holland, and Sir John Lubbock. 
The faces of others hardly leas worthy, if less famous, were easily 
recognised—such as Professor Stokes, Professor Adama, Sir C. Wheat- 
stone, and Mr. W.R. Grove. While the coffin rested on the bier a 
pealm was chanted by the choir, and then, at the appointed place in 
the service, the procession was reformed, and moved down the choir 
towards the grave. This is ia the vicinity of the spot where rests all 
that is mortal of Newton. Arrived at the grave, the coffin was un- 
covered and deposited at its brink, and the Dean of Westminster, in 
his earnest and impressive manner, completed the Burial Service. The 
faneral was conducted with appropriate and imposing simplicity. 
There was no ostentation, either in the trappings or the adjuncts. The 
coffin was plainly wrought, the material of oak, and the only ornament 
being a brass croas on the lid. On ao small brass plate the following 
words were inscribed :—“Sir John F. W. Herschel, Bart., born 7th 
March, 1792 ; deceased 11th May, 1871.” Many of our readers are 
doubtless aware that one of the daughters of the deceased savan is 
married to Mr. Wade, who is at present acting as Her Majesty’s repre- 
sentative at Peking. : 





DESTRUCTION BY FIRE OF THE “WILLEM III.” 
We lately noticed the launch on the Clyde and subsequent trial trip 
of the steamer Willem I/I., intended as the pioneer vessel of the 
Nederland line between Holland and Java, via the Suez Canal. The 
enterprise has opened with a most unfortunate catastrophe, the fine 
new ateamer having been wholly destroyed by fire. 
In our Rotterdam correspondent’s letter, which appears in the pre- 


should have taken place last week, had been delayed. By advices re- 
ceived this morning we learn that the vessel sailed on Thursday last, 
the 18th inst., from Nien Dieppe, with a general cargo and a large 
number of passengers, including 125 soldiers. About ten o’clock on 
the following night, the 19th, the vessel being then off the Isle of 
Wight, a fire was discovered on board. The passengers and that por- 
tion of the crew who had retired to rest hurried on deck, many only 
partially clad, ready to render any assistance in their power. Smoke 
was issuing from a passenger's cabin on the starboard side of the ship, 
in which were three children, who were rescued by the chief mate and 
another officer. The smoke increased in density with alarming ra- 
Ppidity, rendering it impossible to remain between decks. The pumps 
were set to work, and a hose was introduced through an aperture made 
by breaking the circular glass in the deck, by means of which the deck 
is lighted. The efforts that were made, however, to check the fire 
were withoat effect ; and when it became evident that the ship was 
doomed the captain gave orders for the passengers and crew to leave 
the ship and take to the life boats, which had been lowered in readi- 
ness for use. Lizhts were shown, for the purpose of obtaining assistance. 
The pilot entter Afary, John Coote master. and another pilot cutter, 
Greenham master, were cruising on their station off the “ Owers,” and 
about eleven p.at. they descried lights, as of aship in distress, about 
eight miles from the ‘‘ Owera,” and going to the westward. There was 
a light wind from the N.W., and it wasafine clearnight. The Mary, 
on reaching the ship, found the passengers and crews in the boats, and 
she received on board 114 persons. A French schooner came‘up after- 
wards, followed by the Scorpio, screw steamer, of London, W. J. Hall 
master, and these received on board the remainder of the passengers 
and crew. The fire continued to epread to every part of the vessel, 
and during the morning the masts fell. The passengers and crew, 
who have lost all save what they stood upright in, were conveyed 
to Portamouth in the pilot cutters, and the Scorpio. It is a for- 
tunate circumstance in this otherwise unfortunate event that no loss of 
human life has been caused by this rapid and complete destruction of 
a large steamship at sea, crowded, so to speak, with passengers. 
Many women and children, however, were landed at Portsmouth with 
their nightdresses on. Some were partly dressed, but with bare feet 
and without head covering. All, in fact, were justas they had escaped 
from the ship in the rush for life. All that belonged to them has 
perished inthe ship. One gentleman and lady who were passengers 
on board, Germans, have recently been married, and were on their 
way to Batavia to settle there, taking with them all they possessed in 
the form of general stock to open a store there, to the value of £1,500. 
All this was lost, and was, most unfortunately for them, uninsured. 
They are now without means of any kind; nor ia this a soli- 
tary instance of the kind among the unfortunate passengers, 
The pilot cutter the Mary, of Portsmouth, John Coote, Trinity pilot 
of only 24 tons, took on board no less than 114 persons, including 48 
soldiers and their officers and families, belonging to the detachment 
going out to Batavia in the ship under contract with the Dutch Go- 
vernm ent, and 20 ladies and 12 children. Mr. Coote, the pilot of the 
Mary, states that about ten p.m. on Friday, the 19th, the Owers light- 
ship then bearing N.E., about eight miles distant from the cutter, 
white, red, and blue lights burnt in rapid succession, evidently as 
signals of distress from some ship, were seen to the southward. The 
wind was very light at the time from the N.W., but the cutter was at 
once kept away before it for the position where the signals were seen, 
the pilot’s usual answering flare signal being at the same time made 
and kept repeated in answer. The cutter making but little way with 
the light wind, the boat was put ahead and manned by two of the 
erew, who towed the cutter for upwards of an hour, and until they 
reached the spot from which the signals had been made, and where for 
some time now the cutter's crew had scen that a large ship was burning 
furiously from stem to stern. Several lights were seen around the 
ship, and these proved to be lantcrns in the ship's boats, which 
were lying off from the ship, with all the passengers and part 
of the crew in them. Those on board four of these boats—to 
the number already stated—were at once taken on board the Mary, 
and the remainder were directed by Coote to proceed to another veasel 
then seen bearing down tothe burning ship. The Willem I//. having 
troops on board, the master of the Afary was naturally afraid of an ex- 
plosion from the magazines. Some of the passengers could speak to 
eight barrels of powder or ammunition having been thrown overboard 
by the captain's order, but no one conld say what the total amount of 
ammunition shipped on board actually was, not even the ship’s officers 
present. Under these circumstances, the cutter was kept as near to 
the burning ship as was consistent with the safety of those on board, 
to wait results and see if more life could be saved. The French 
schooner and the Scorpio steam-ship afterwards joined the Mary. 
Another pilot cutter was also in company, the Alarm, Greenham, 
master, ready to give any required assistance in saving the people, and 
a pilot was afterwards put on board the Scorpio from her, and piloted 
her into Spithead. 

The Willem IT. was towed to Spithead about noon on Saturday— 
the 20th—by the Cambria, a steam-tug, which had ran down from 
the look-out station off St. Catherine's Point. As the fire was atill 
burning in a large mass in the interior of the ship, all decks being 
burnt through, and the masts clean gone, she was towed upon the 
highest part of the shoals between Spithead and the entrance to Ports. 
mouth Harbour, and there scuttled. Port Admiral Sir James Hope was 
soon alongside, and superintending energetically the measures being 
taken for the suppression of the fire. Staff Captain Moriarty, C.B., the 
Master Attendant of Portsmouth Harbour and Dockyard, was acting 
under Sir James Hope's directions, with the Camel and Pelter 
steam-tugs and dockyard fire-floats, and from the latter a continuous 
stream of water was poured into the ship up to noon yesterday (San- 
day). The fire is not yet entirely extinguished, notwithstanding this 
continued wash of water through the iron hull of the ship, the re- 
mainder of the great mass of coals carried by the ship still retaining 
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the Spit shoals she presents a most extraordinary appearance. Her 
iron sides above the water line are bent out of all their original lines 
by the intense heat to which they have been subjected. On board the 
general view is still more extraordinary. All, forward and aft, from 
the stem to the taffrail rail, is one confused forest of tangled iron. 
Everything combnstible is burnt right out; the iron deck beams are 
twisted out of their places, broken, and bent downwards as from some 
vast volcanic effect. 

After the passengers and troops had been landed at Portsmounth 
on Saturday, the latter were mustered opposite the office of the Dutch 
Consul, the Chevalier Van den Bergh. They were only partly dressed, 
as they escaped from the ship; but all were cheerful, and their harrahs 
rang out again and again as their officers came to the front, or a party 
of women and children, half-clad like themselves, passed by on land- 
ing from the vessel which had brought them to shore. By direction 
of Lieatenant-General Lord Templetown the soldiers have been 
allotted quarters in the Anglesea Barracks, Portsea. The general 
appearance and conduct of the soldiers and their officers at the muster- 
place were highly creditable to their training and discipline. 

The fire appears to have been first discovered on board the ship in 
one of the state cabins, A child is said to have firat seen the flames, 
and some other person found smoke in a large volume between decks. 
A hole was cut through the timber planking of the deck over the 
state room, and water in large quantities poured down; but from the 
moment of discovery the fire kept the mastery, and tpread with as- 
tonishiog rapidity through all parts of the ship. Some of the pas- 
sengera speak of “pipes” connected with the engine-room passing 
through one of the state rooms uncovered and giving out great heat, 
and pointing to this by inference as the cause of the fire. This, how- 
ever, cannot be accepted as anything more than mere surmise. The 
actual cause of the fire and the ship's loss can only be arrived at from 
the results of the usual official inquiry.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
MISSIONARY OPERATIONS IN CHINA. 

(May 15th.) The Under-Secretary for Foreiga Affairs, Lord ENFIELD 
(in answer to a question from Mr. Macrre as to whether Her Majesty’s 
Government have any information regarding contemplated restraints 
on missionaries and other aliens resident in China, and treatment of 
Christian converts there ; and whether instructions how to act in such 
case have been sent to the representatives of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment there) said no despatch or further information on the subject 
adverted to in the telegram from Shanghai, under date April 12, has 
as yet reached the Foreign-office, and no fresh instructions have in 
consequence been gent to our diplomatic representatives in China. 
Previous instractions have, however, prepared our officials how to act 
in any emergency or contingency that may arise, and we could safely 
rely upon their judgment and discretion in the execution of their duties. 

(18th.) Lord E. Crcit asked the Home Secretary (Mr. Bruce) 
whether his attention had been drawn to a statement recently 
made by Dr. Letheby, before the Commissioners of Sewers, to the effect 
that 600 half-chests of so-called Moning Congou tea, described as 

composed of broken down and rotten leaves of tea and other plants 
mixed with earthy matter and iron filings, had been sold by public 
auction at the Commercial Sale-Rooms, Mincing-lane, during the last 
month. And whether, in view of a very similar sale having been 
made the subject of legal proceedings only last year, the right hon. 
gentleman proposed to do anything towards the protection of the 
health and pockets of all classes of Her Majesty's subjects, both by 
assisting to bring the present offenders to justice as well as by re- 
deeming the assurance given by him to the House last session that he 
would give the whole subject of adulteration his best consideration, 
in order to bring about an improvement of the existing law. 

Mr. Bruce said he had not had time to make proper inquiry into the 
facts of the cases, but, supposing them to be as represented, he saw no 
reason why the persons concerned should not be prosecuted by the 
Solicitor to the Excise. The second part of the question would be best 
considered when they came to deal with the report of the Royal Com- 
missioners.

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SPURIOUS TEA. 

On the 16th inst. Dr. Letheby, the Medical Officer of Health for the City 
of London, brought before the notice of the Commissioners of Sewers 
the fact that a large quantity of spurious tea had been sold by public 
auction at the Commercial Sale-rooms in Mincing-lane in the course 
of last month, and produced various samples which had been obtained 
by one of the sanitary inspectors. He stated that they consisted of: 
tea-dust and siftings, and of damaged leaves in a putrid condition, 
and were in fact precisely of the same description as the samples of 
‘“Maloo Mixture” which were the subject of legal proceedings in 
March, 1870. The so-called “Moning Congou” was composed of 
broken down and rotten tea-leaves which had already been used for 
beverage, and the “ Orange Pekoe siftings” were made up of similar 
leaves, together with a large quantity of those of other plants. In the 
scented tea-dust there was a great proportion of earthy matter and 
iron-filings. The tea was sold to the extent of 600 half-chests, and 
the price realised was from five to seven farthings per lb. He had 
been informed that it was intended for country use, and that samples 
had been exposed for sale at Liverpool. He recommended that the 
matter should be referred to the Sanitary Committee, with a view to 
legal proceedings being instituted, and he added that a quantity of. 
similar stuff was now on ils way from Shanghai. 

Mr. Deputy de Jersey suggested that the committee should at once 
confer with the Government, to obtain aasistance, whereby this disas- 
trons and dishonest traffic might be effectually stopped. Hitherto, he 
said, the committee alone had been almost powerless. Mr. Bedford 
remarked that a duty of 6d. on each pound imported must have been 
paid. The matter was then referred to the Sanitary Committee. 


Tue Reconstruction Committee of the Albert Life Assurance Com- 
pany have issued a proposal as the basis of a plan for the reconstruc- 
tion and arrangement of the affairs of the undertaking. It iz 
suggested that the Albert agsets of all kinds should be apportioned 
pro rata over all engagements on the books at the date of the stop- 
page, on the 14th August, 1869, and that those creditors who have a 
better debtor in any of the associated companies should look to such 
company for a supplemental dividend. The gross liability of the 
Albert estate can be ascertained, and a comparison with the available 
assets will give the dividend that estate will provide over all engage- 
ments. The Albert assets available for dividend arc those in the hands 
of the liquidators, and such amounts as may be recovered from the 
shareholders or others in respect of calls and other liabilities. Theso 
assets were estimated by the provisional liquidators, in the plan of 
reconstruction prepared by them at the time of the stoppage, at 
£421,500. Until the actual amounts of liabilities and assets have 
been ascertained, it is impossible to estimate with any accuracy what 
dividend will be paid. 

Tux fortieth anniversary meeting of the Royal Geographical Society 
will be held this day in the hall of the University of London, when the 
farewell address on the Progress of Geography and Discovery, by Sir 
Roderick Murchison, who retires this year from the post he has so long 
filled, will be read to the members. His post is likely to be filled for 
the next presidential term of two years by Major-General Sir Henry 
Rawlinson. 

On the 19th inst. Messrs. Alexander Stephen and Sons launched 
from their works at Linthouse on the Clyde an iron screw-stenmer of 
300 tons, named the Dagupan. The vessel proceeds mia the Suez 
Canal to Manila, where she is to be employed in river and coast traffic, 
having been specially constructed for auch navigation in that climate. 

Vice-ApauirRAL Kenvetr, the Naval Commander-in-Chief on the 
China Station, will attain the age of sixty-five in October next, and 
he will, in consequence, have to be transferred to the Retired List, in 
accordance with the new regulations. 

Caprain S. T. Bsrwerorp, Royal Marine Artillery, has been an™ 
pointed control officer for service with the Marine battalion at Yoko- 
hama, and he is in addition to perform the duties of superintending 
engineer. 

It is stated that the tea growers in the south and south-west of the 
United States of America are extending their acreage so much that 
they claim that in a few years enough tea will be grown to supply the 
home demand. 

Srz Joan Bowsatna has received from the King of the Belgians the 
Star of Grand Officer of the Order of Leopold.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamporc, May 16. 

The German Parliament is still sitting, but the session will probably 
close before Whitsuntide. The chief debate of last week related to the 
Bill for the incorporation of Alsaco-Lorraine as an integral part of 
the Empire of Germany; but though the subject gave rise toa great 
divergence of opinions as expresscd by the different speakers, the Bill 
was passed without any amendments of importance, the only altera- 
tions being here and there in the redactional wording of some of the 
clauses. It is now declared a Province of the German Empire, bat fs 
to remain in an exceptionnl position for the space of three years, during 
which tiine it will be governed by a Governor-Ceneral appointed by the 
Crown, but under the responsibility of the Chancellor of the Empire. 
After the lapse of that period the Province will be entitled to elect its 
own representatives, according to tho general elective law of Germany,

during the three years of probation according to the will of the Emperor ; 
but at the end of the period they will have to bear their share—according 
to their numbers—of the direct and indirect taxes levied for the army, 
navy, and other branches of the Imperial Service. They will then also 
be admitted as ordinary members of the Zollverein ; but this privilege 
may be granted at an earlier period by an Imperial Decree and depends 
entirely on the will of the Emperor, who will probably be guided in that 
respect by the conduct of the inhabitants. Those who choose to volan- 
teer for service in the German army or navy will be accepted; but 
it is only after the expiration of the three years that the laws govern- 
ing the military system in operation in the rest of Germany will become 
obligatory on the inbabitants of Alsace- Lorraine. 

Among the other subjects of importance discussed in the German 
Parliament was a resolution moved by Herr M. Wiggers, but withdrawn 
by him in favour of a similar one in an amended form by Herr Volk, 
for abolishing the present system of depositing caution-money ans a 
guarantee of good conduct on the part of the printers and publishers 
of newspapers and periodicals. As the Government Commissioner 
maintained a dignified silence and took no part in the debate, it 
was easy to see that no opposition would be offered on the part of the 
Federal Council, and that the subject was to be decided by takiny the 
sense of the House. On the division the resolution was passed by an 
overwhelming majority of 221 to 37° votes, as well as an amendment 
brought forward by Herr Brockhaus, the great publisher at Leipzig, 
expressing the hope that the proposed new press-law would be published 
some time before the Bill should be laid before Parliament, to allow the 
public a full opportunity to understand its contents and express thcir 
opinions of it in the newspapers. 

Our transatlantic steam companies have suffered greatly from the 
war, having had to lie idle in port for several months, though fortu- 
nately none were captured by French cruizers. The Hamburg-Ame- 
rican Company have declared a dividend of 7 per cent. for the last year 
(against 15 per cent. in 1860), and the North-German Lloyd at Bremen 
only 5 per cent., against 16 per cent. last year. It appears, however, 
likely that they will both make up for this falling off by the greatly-in- 
creased traffic of the present year, and the shares wf both companies 
command a premium of 40 per cent. The two lust weekly steamers 
from this port to New York carried out above two thousan:l passengers 
and full cargoes. 

The Commission appointed last year for drawing up statistics of the 
Zollverein, whose labours were suddenly interrupted by the breaking 
out of the war, have now recommenced their sittings, their number 
being increased by delegates from Bremen and Baden, the only two 
States not hitherto represented in the Commission. It is satisfactory to 
be able to state that the exports will take a prominent place in these 
commercial statistics, so that I hope to be in a condition for the future 

_ to give your readers some interesting particulars of this part of the 
trade that has hitherto been so totally suppressed that nothing on the 
subject was allowed to transpire, whilst the tables relating to the imports 
were as perfect as the most exacting could wish for. 

According to Prince Bismark’'s explanations in Parliament there is 
not the remotest chance of the former Treaty of Commerce between 
Germany and France being reinstated as Jong as the present French Go- 
vernment remains in power, as they intend to follow the example of the 
United States, after the war, and tax their own people to the utmost 
and destroy their own commerce by high protection duties. But they 
will allow the Germans to trade with France on the same terms as the 
moet favoured nations. The Treaty of Navigation will, however, come 
into operation as it was before the war. 

The Government of Siam having repeatedly expressed a wish to have 
a German special representative accredited there without being obliged 
to employ the services of a merchant as Consul, as hitherto, Prince 
Bismark, on the recommendation of the Hamburg Chamber of Com- 
merce, has acceded to the proposal, and placed the sum of $10,000 as 
the annual salary of a permanent German Consul at Bangkok on the 
estimates to be laid before Parliament. 

The Emperor of Germany has granted his Chargé d’Affaires and 
Consul-General at Yokohama, Herr von Brandt, permission to accept 
and wear the decoration of a Knight Cummander of the Imperial Order 
of Francis-Joseph, conferred on him by the Emperor of Austria. 

COM MERCIAL. 

The markets are still quict, with but little alteration in the values. 
Of Tea the sales by importers consisted of only 409/4 chests Congou, 
and a few hundred packages of Congou, Souchong, and Pekoe by the 
dealers. The only arrival was 1,000/16 chests Imperial, per Sca Bird, 
which, however, are not in the market, having been previously sold 
for delivery on arrival. Rice dull, and no transactions reported. Cas- 
sia Lignea has somewhat recovered from its late stagnation, and is in 
fair demand at 12 to 12} sch. beo., paid. Pepper also commands more 
attention, some parcels of Singapore indirectly imported having been 
taken at 5j sch. beo., and Penang at 54. Spelter still totally ne- 
glected, and prices quite nominal.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERDAM, May 17. 
The members of the Second Chamber are still occupied with the de- 
bate on the Budget for Home affairs, and of course the principal topic 
is again this year what it has been for several years, the instruction law. 
The clerical party have brought up their old grievance that the 
neutral schools of the State have annihilated religious instruction, but all 
their endeavours have been unavailing. The Minister Thorbecke de- 
elared that he would maintuin the law, though he should have an open 
ear for well founded grievances. The majority of the Chamber ap- 
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but it is tolerably certain that the instruction question will form the 
principal war cry at the forthcoming elections. The elections for the 
Provincial States, which took place last week, have not given a very 
favourable result for either Conservatives or Clericals. In most cases 
the old members were re-elected, and all the new members are Liberals, 
and the so-called ‘‘ national ” party has lost the battle. 

Notwithstan‘ling that it was adverlised that the Willem III. would 
sail on the 15th from Texel for Java (via the Suez Canal), this steamer 
has not yet left that harbour. It seems that she is not quite ready ; 
the delay, however, will be only for a few days. The line has been 
inaugurated with a splendid festival—a dinner and ball, with fireworks 
to wind up. 

It is very extraordinary, but nevertheless it is a fact, that since we 
have been in direct communication by a telegraphic line with Java we 
do not get any news by that route from our colonies. Now and then, 
but very seldom, the arrival of a vessel is wired, but nothing else. The 
tariff seems to be too high for our papers to publish regular telegrams 
of markets and shipping as they used to do, when the only telegraphic 
communication was via Point de Galle. . 

It is still widely rumoured that Mr. London, the ex-Minister of the 
Colonial Department, will be the next Governor-General of Java. 

Mr. H. M, Andree Witters, lately resident of Sourabaya, has been 
pensioned by the King.

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It will be seen from our “Home Intelligence” that spurious 
tea is again finding its way to the London market, it having been 
shown that a parcel of “ Moning Congou,” recently sold by public 
auction at the Commercial Sale-Rooms in Mincing-lane, consisted 
of rotten tea leaves which have been already drawn, earthy matter, 
and iron filings. This stuff was sold to the extent of 600 half- 
chesta,’and the price realised was from five to seven farthings per 
Ib. It is composed of the same material as the “ Maloo Mixture,” 
of which an unsuccessful attempt was made last year to prevent 
the sale by proceedings in the Police Court. We learn that the 
Committee to whom Dr. Letheby applied to put down the spurious 
tea traffic are helpless, and that without the assistance of the Go- 
vernment nothing could be done. Meanwhile, the “ Moning 
Congou”’ is distributed amongst the traders, who best know how 
to get rid of it. It may be comforting to Londoners to hear that 
it is intended for country comsumption, though we doubt whether 
the Provinces will receive the entire benefit of the preparation. 
Dr. Letheby mentions that there is another lot of similar rub- 
bish on its way from Shanghai. 

Tenders for £400,000 bills on India were received on the 17th 
inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta, £355,600 ; and to Bombay, £44,400. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 104d. onall the Presidencies. 
Tenders on all the Presidencies at 1s. 10$d. will receive about 1 
per cent. ; above in full. An increased demand for the means of 
remittance is shown, compared with the last occasion. 

With reference tothe Bank Holidays Bill, which has just passed 
through Committee of the House of Lords, it seems that, from 
shortness of time, there is some doubt whether after all it may 
receive the Queen’s Assent before the Whitsun holidays. It is 
greatly to be hoped, however, that every exertion will be made to 
pass the Bill into law in time to secure a day of rest fcr a large 
and deserving class of the community. The question does not 
solely affect bank clerks, since many merchants and others are 
obliged *to attend business at the various holiday seasons, simply 
because the banks in the present state of the law must remain 
open. 

The Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Company an-

TEA. - 

There has been a quiet tone prevailing in the market for most de- 
scriptions, the only exception being an improved demand for good 
common up to good medium black-leaf Congous, which show an advance 
of 4d. per Ib. for the former, and 1d. per lb. for the latter, the sup- 
plies on offer being moderate. Foo-Chow Teas generally have been 
difficult of sale, whilst low qualities show no improvement, either in 
price or demand, being only saleable at public sale without re- 
serve. On the 12th inst. 2,938 packages were sold without reserve, and 
on the 16th inst. 11,916 packages were offered, of which 7,526 pack- 
ages were gold, all being printed without reserve. On making acom- 
parison, we find that the stock is nearly 10,000,000 Ibs. less than at the 
corresponding time last year, although the imports during the last four 
months exceeded those for the same period last year by more than 
6,000,000 Ibs., while the increase in home consumption in the same 
time is nearly 8,000,000 lbs. Encouraging as these figures must be 
to holders, it is satisfactory to notice the entire absence of any specu- 
lative feeling in the market, as there is at present a most ample stock 
of low- priced Tea of nearly all descriptions, and the demand for the 
better kinds will gradua!ly diminish as the seacon for new Tea ap-

According to a circular of Messrs. Arles Dufonr and Co., of Lyons, 
the prolongation of the crisis in France has kept the silk market in 
that city in a state of extreme dulness, with an incessant decline in 
prices. Large stocks and lowering prices have caused European silk 
to be especially depressed, and business has been nearly brought to a 
stand. The prospects of the coming harvest.are the main subject of 
attention. In Spain the rearing continues to progress satisfactorily, 
especially for original and reproduction J nee seed ; native races pro- 
mising but a poor turn-out. In France the worms are between the 
third and fourth stage, and give full satisfaction. Cocoons will be 
ready by the end of this month. In Italy this year’s reeling is carried 
on on a very large scale, and has succeeded admirably. In the Levant 
the worms are reaching the fourth stage, and rearers look foward to a 
moet satisfactory harvest.
